Wil- 
liam Collins and Richard McCain 
were hurled into the pit, near the 
telephone poles and George Irwin 
lighted on the edge of the pike. • 


McCain scrambled to his feet 


and hurried over to McCafferty, 
who was mumbling incoherently. 
He called for help and Irwin an- 
swered him from the road above. 
By this, time several > people had 
arrived and the 
injured 
were 


cared for. 


Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Gibbons, 


Second street, were among 
the 


first upon the scene. They had 
been to Seiotoville with Arthur 
Dunn, Washington C. H., who is 
visiting them, and were returning. 
Mrs. Gibbons went to the assist- 
ance of James Williams, who was 
in agony and took his head upon 
her lap.

Collins, McCain and Irwin 
were brought to the city by Roy 
Broadwater. 


Coroner Daehler .arrived short-

ed in the.attempt to save the life 
of James MeCafferty.

'brought the spinal cord in direct 
contact with a splintered lone, 
causing paralysis of the
